But those of 
us who had worked for domestic

"In the days when foreign coun- 


tries were taking more of our 
farm products It might have work- 
ed. But now there seems to be a 
definite limit on the amounts we 
can export, no matter what the 
price Is."

AMERICAN BIRTH 


RATE IS RAPIDLY 
HEADEDJMARD 


MOST OF THT~BABIES ARE 
FURNISHED BY THE POORER 


AGRICULTURAL REGIONS 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEK 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 
17.—(IP) 


—The American birth rate is go- 
ing down so fast that if everyone 
up to 45 who died between 1930 
and '35, had lived, they could not 
balance the defllct of unborn ba- 
bies. 


The American Philosophical So- 
ciety was told this ' today as It 
opened ita fall meeting with a 
symposium on American 
popula- 


tion growth. 
The program was 
arranged by the population asso- 
ciation of America. 
The present rate was described 


by Frank W. Notesteln, of Prince- 
ton University's school of public 
affairs, like a budget which has 
been "fixed." It showed, he ex- 
plained, that In 1936 the popula- 
tion was Increasing at the rate 
of five for every thousand per- 
sons. 


But if that 1939 rate continues 


It will wind up in a loss of two 
persons per thousand, due to ex- 
cess deaths 
over births. 
The 
present slight favorable 
balance 


of "five" is due to a preponder- 
ance of persons at ages of low 
mortality and high fertility .They 
are producing the slight margin 
of extra children. 
This group Is not expected to 
last much longer. 
It is a "heri- 
tage" from America's past when 
everyone died younger, a condi- 
tion now rapidly passing with the 
rise In life span. This newer bal- 
ance in the country's "life books" 
he said, means there soon 
will 
be more people at 
less 
fertile 
ages. 


When that balance is complet- 


ed, if the fertile are producing 
only at their present ratio, the 
country's 
birth rate 
will 
read 
the "minus 
two." 


Negroes In tho cities are losing 


their fertility, Notesteln said, hav- 
ing already 
become less 
fertile 


than native whites, who In turn 
rank behind foreign-born Ameri- 
cans. 
The reason for the negro 


birth decline, he added, appears 
to be a high proportion of child- 
lessness among colored women. 
This, he said, doea not apply to 
negroes In the agricultural south. 
It is most evident In the "large 
cities of the East North Central 
states." 


In the national birth rate the 


point has been reached where the 
country Is recruiting Us popula- 
tion heavily from the poorer ag- 
ricultural regions of the South 
and West. 
The rural population 


in general still shows excess of 
births over deaths. 


Notesteln said the number of 


children tends to decrease with 
the value of the home they live 
In. This'moreover applies to each 
community, race and color. 


Yet, he pointed out, ther are 
trends which may be the begin- 
ning of a change. 
Ther Is one 


major exception to the expensive 
houses—fewer children 
rule. 
It 


Is In large cities where those who 
pay the highest rents have more 
children than the "Jonses" who 
pay the next highest rates. 
'Another pointer toward 
change 


is that professional workers are 
having more children than busi- 
ness classes, and $3,000 Incomes 
more than lower wages. 
He said birth control la a factor 


In the falling rate, but declared 
that the up-to-date contraceptives 
of recent science are not the rea- 
son-He explained that contraceptive 
studies show methods that have 
been In• use 2,000 years have a 
high degree of effectiveness, and 
that birth control probably has 
been • going on for a very long 
time.

TUMULTUOUS~DEMONSTRA-

elected first 
president 
of 


the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations today, follow- 
ing a 28-minute tumultuous 
demonstration by 500 dele- 
gates representing some 3,- 
800,000 workers In more than 40 
national and international unions.

work and adjourned at 1:55 p.m. 


Tables went down In the tumult.

Lewis, smiling and grinning and 


laughing aloud, sat on the plat- 
form beside Mrs. Lewis. 


Big and small American flags 


were waved by tho storming dele- 
gates.

nominated by his long-time friend 
and rlghthnnd lieutenant, Philip 
Murray, 
vice-president 
of 
the 


United Mine Workers and chair- 
man of the steel workers organiz- 
ing committee. 


Lewis' goal, Murray said, had 


been the "better distribution of tho 
profits of Industry." 


The nomination of Lewis started 


delegates parading, tooting horns, 
ringing bells and shouting. Bal- 
oons fluttered over the convention 
mil.

Formed Three Ycnrs Ago 


The C.I.O. was organized three 


years ago by Lewis and leaders 
of eight unions which bolted the 
American Federation 
of 
Labor. 


All but one of the unions, the In- 
ternational Ladles Garment Work- 
ers, are members of the congress. 


Lewis' founding of the C.I.O., 


Murray said, resulted in the rais- 
ing of wages and shortening of 
hours for industrial organizations, 
and "beneflttcd 
all tho nation's 


workers either directly or Indirect- 
ly."Murray estimated the gain of 
all workers amounted 
to 
about 


four billion dollars a year on the 
basis of contracts and wage In- 
creases won by the C.I.O., steel 
workers union.

The German public fol 


lowed the cue with the ne\ 
•wave of riots and assault 
against that unhappy group 
When the wounded diplo 
mat died, the Nazi demon 
strations quickly develope 
into a national pogrom. In 
Berlin and other cities there 
•were mass attacks on Jew 
and their property. Thou 
sands of Jewish stores wer 
looted and scores of Jewisl 
synagogues 
were burned 


dynamited or wrecked. Pri 
vate Jewish homes were in 
vaded, children thrown ou 
of 
their beds, 
furnitur 


smashed and burned. 


The German authorities 


not only permitted all thes 
.outrages but obviously en 
couraged them, 
until 
the 


outlawry became so extremi 
that they had to call a hal 
to preserve their own au 
thority.

WOULD BE ESTABLISHED 


IN STATE OF TEXAS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(IP)— 


The 
farm 
security 
administra- 


tion is studying tlia cost of set- 
ting up a number of mlgatory 
labor camps in Texas like those 
maintained in California. 


They would 
be designed pri- 


marily 
for 
those 
near-destitute 


families who follow the crops for 
employment, but also would bene- 
fit 
the farmer 
and 
community 


In which or near which 
they 
would be located. 


The camps would simply com- 


prise a number of platforms on 
which tents or other 
temporary 


shelters could be placed, so as 
to 
provide the 
best 
protection 


possible from weather. Bach site 
would be equipped with modern 
sanitation' facilities. They would 
rent at approximately 
10 cents 
a day. 


The possibility of the camps 


in Texas appeared as a result 
of a report by N. Gregory Sil- 
vermaster, senior FSA economist, 
who decided that because of the 
"striking similarity" of the mi- 
gratory labor problem In Texas 
and California labor' camps in 
tlio Lone Star atato would 
be 


justified and 
feasible. 


Silvermaster 
observed that the 


migratory problem in Texas had 
become permanent due partly to 
the "almost phenomlnal increase 
of 
mechanization 
of 
farms," 


which, he said, was accenuatlng 
the displacement of tenants and 
share croppers. 


He 
cited 
statistics 
showing 
that the number of tractors on 
Texas farms in 1930 waa 37,000 
and that 
In 1938 they had in- 
creased to 100,000, 


The producers in the vicinity 


of a labor camp would be aided 
by having a central point where 
he could bo assured of 
finding 
help when he needed it. In the 
harvesting of some crops large 
numbers of persons are 
needed 


almost 
overnight 
for brief 
pe- 


riods to prevent deterioration. 


The small 
communities 
and 


towns which suddenly find their 
population 
seasonally multiplied 


temporarily by an Influx would 
hava less to worry about from 
the threat of epidemics. 
Spread 


of diseases always is likely when 
large numbers of 
persons 
are 


thrown together In squalid and 
unsanitary 
conditions 
such 
as 
those 
which 
generaJly 
pnevail 
now where those modern nomads 
meet. 


Dwelling on this phase of the 


problem, Silvermaster described a 
migrant's family 
descending on 


a. town "packed like sardines" in 
a dilapidated automobile overdue 
at the junk yard. He called the

HE HAS FOUND BETTER 


PLAN THAN FIRST ONE 


l FORT WORTH, Nov. 19.—liPr- 
"Govenor-Elect O'Dnnlc! said today 
that ho has given up his plans for 
a state financing agency to pro- 
mote Industrialization of Texas In 
favor of a tie-up with the federal 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 


"My primary Interest Is the In- 


dustrialization 
of Texas," O'Dan- 
iel said. 
"I proposed the 
state 


agency, hoping It would be set up 
by business men of the state. I 
intended, If that did not mater- 
ialize, to make It possible for the 
state government to set up the 
agency. 
"I have found that my pro- 


gram, fori ndustriallzatlon can be 
carried out with the aid of the 
RFC. 
More money will be avail- 
able and it will not be necessary 
to delay action." 
The governor-elect, who return- 


ed Friday from a tour of West 
Texas, said, "I have asked each 
community to name a committee 
to study Industrial conditions in 
that communly and to work to- 
ward obtaining industries needed." 


In outlining the plan to be car- 


rled out under the RFC, O'Danlel 


'• said 
the 
governmental 
agency 


"would release funds for business 
to any extent necessary for com- 
plete Industrialization of the state." 


State Will Assist. 
"The state administration will 
do everything posrlble to promote 
action 
on the 
plan." 
he 
said. 
"We've done a lot of talking in 
Texas about developing our 
re- 
sources, but very little has been 
done." 
In listing industries which he 


believes can be built up 
on 
a 
sound basis in Texas, O'Daniel in- 
cluded the processing of wool and 
manufacture of cloth and clothing. 
"They proved to me It can be 
done." he said. "My Inauguration 
suit is being made at Texas Tech- 
nological 
College 
at 
Lubbock. 


They processed the wool produced 
by Texas sheep." 


O'Danlel said that under the 


RFC, the federal agency •will put 
up money for new Industries on a 
dollar for dollar basis. 


"Under my plan, the new indus- 


tries will be financed by small In- 
vestors who will provide half the 
money necessary. 
This will take 


the development of new enterpris- 
es out of the hands of men who 
are in the upper income bracket," 
he said.
